Fire chief Daniel Stewart would 
prefer a single structure, but 
Gnderstands the towns need to 
conserve funds. “We have 
definitely outgrown the space we 
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have now, it’s inadequate.” Stewart 
said. 

“We could work well in a 
combined facility if it met our space 
and technical needs” 

Police chief Bobby Stewart is 
“very happy” by the decision of the 
committee. “It's very practical, and 
should bring the two departments 
closer.”. Stewart said. 

"We are both in the public safety 
business, and we have common 
interests, for example there is a real 
need for a central dispatch center. 
Especially with the new 9-1-1 
system, calls can be handled faster.”

Recycling Update 

Tewksbury residents, are 
advised that weekly recycling of 
paper may consist of only 
newspapers. Therefore, magazines 
and junk mail, cereal boxes, cic. 
are no longer acceptable items for 
recycling. 

Currently, there is a glut of used 
paper on the market. This makes it 
difficult for recycling contractors 
to find places to take paper. They 
are paying places to take paper, 
where they were previously paid 
for paper. The Canelas Company 
has agreed to continue collecting 
newspapers at curbside. They in 
turn, may deliver only newspaper 
to their recycling source. This is 
why we must drop all other paper 
items from our recycling program. 

We are still collecting glass, 
metal and plastic on alternate 
wecks. That has not changed. 

Hopefully, the market will 
change again and we will be able to 
recycle more paper in the future. 
However, this will happen only 
when people create a demand for 
products made of recycled paper 
instead of trees. 

When shopping, ask stores for 
recycled paper products (toilet 
paper, paper towels, tissues, 
computer paper, etc.). If stores do 
not carry these items, ask them to. 
Write letters to newspapers asking 
them to print newspapers on 
recycled paper. Only when the 
cycle is complete, with people 
buying products made of recycled 
paper as well as recycling paper 
will recycling be successful.

King Philip's War recalled

The “Indian Wars” of Colonial 
Days were a troublesome problem 
for the ancient Colonials. King 
Philip's War began in Plymouth 
Colony on June 24, 1675, and was 
the first of several. 

Woburn, which was to be 
termed the northernmost 
settlement outside of Boston to the 
north was not directly assailed. But 
a number of Woburn men 
participated in the fighting. 

Towns which were assaulted 
were Marlboro, Sudbury and 
Groton. Still Woburn was not 
exempt from a large part of the 
common burdens of that war. The 
proportion of the public taxes to 
sustain the warfare was extremely 
oppressive. 

Over 500 pounds, local 
currency, were paid by Woburn 
because of the warfare at the time 
of King Philip’s War. 

On August 2, 1675 an order 
came from Edward Rawson, 
Secretary of the Colony, to 
“impress five able and sufficient 
horses,well furnished and fit with 
bridles and saddles, fitt for the 
service of the Country, and bring 
them to Capt. Davis’ house in 
Boston at cight o’clock in the 
morning.” 

And, on December 1, 1675 
while preparations were being 
made for the Narragansett 
Expedition, 13 soldiers of Woburn 
were impressed: John Baker. John 
Baldwin, Peter Bateman, John 
Berbeanc, John Cutler, Thomas 
Hale, Jeremiah Hood, William 
Pierce, John Polly, John Preist, 
John Sheldon, Caleb Simonds and 
Zechariah Snow. 3 

Woburn appears from the 
records, and from the records of 


the Hon. John Hull, Esq. Treasurer Maple 


of the Colony in 1676 to have 
furnished 45 other men who 


voluntarily enlisted in he service 
or who were drafted by lot. 

John Bateman, Isaac Brooks, 
John Brooks, William 
Butters,Jacob Chamberlain, Josiah 
Clopson (or Cloyson), John 
Coddington, Jonathan Crispo, Paul 
A Fletcher, William GreenJohn 
Kendall, Benoni McDonald, John 
Molooney, Richard Nevers, 
Abraham Parker, Thomas Parker, 
Joseph Peirce, Thomas Pierce Jr., 
William reed, Samuel Read, John 
Richardson,Joseph Richardson, 
Nathaniel Richardson, Samucl 
Richardson, David Roberts, John 
Siers, Benjamin Simonds, James 
Simonds, Joseph Waters (or 
Wallace), John Wilson Jr., Francis 
Wyman,Jr., and Joseph Wright. 

Three other names were added 
to the list by the Treasurer: 
William Dean, Thomas Hincher 
(Henshaw), and Benjamin Wilson, 
all, presumably, well known 
citizens of Woburn. 

On December 19, 1675 occurred 
the memorable battle known as the 
Swamp Fight,or the Narragansett 
Fort Fight. It was in the bounds of 
South Kingston, Rhode Island. 
Soldiers from Woburn, and a 
considerable proportion from 
other communities appear to have 
taken part in this bloody 
Wilmington residents. Butters Row 
is a marker, for that family. 

After the Swamp Fight 44 
Woburn men were each given 
land. William Butters was the 
owner of 100 acres of land in 
Woburn, possibly land he had 
owned before enlisting to fight the 
Indians. 

But, along with the other men, 
44 in all, he was presented with 
seven acres of land. Those lots of 
land were on the north side of 
Meadow Brook, now in 
Wilmington. The date was 
February 1678.

Dear voters: 

I would like to express my 
sincere thanks for the 
overwhelming vote of confidence 
you gave me on Election Day. 

And I would also like to say 
thank you to each and everyone 
who worked on my campaign. 


This cannot be said to be the 
beginning of Butters Row, for it 
was in the area which is at the 
southerly end of what is now 
Chestnut Street. Butters Row,a 
street of a later date is in itself scif 
explanatory. 

Three hundred Indians had been 
captured at the Swamp Fight, and 
engagement. It resulted in the 
death of King Philip. 

A name which can be noticed 
with regard to the Swamp Fight is 
William Butter, a man who had 
volunteered his services. He 
became the ancestor of many 


taken to Boston. Their captors 
talked with them,and seem to have 
convinced the Indians into having a 
“sham battle.” The Indians were to 
fire their guns first. " 

This they did. Then they were 
captured by the white soldiers. 

Six of those captured were 
identified as having slain white’ 
soldiers. The penalty was death - a 
hanging on Boston Common. 

The rest were sent to Bermuda, 
or the Bahama Islands. It is said 
they never forgot. 

Several instances can be added to 
this tale of combat between the 
early Indians and the Colonial 
Americans. One incident, 
involving a member of the Butters 
family occurred in New 

ire.

A stone hill was to the north of 
that road which, thousands of years 
ago was a volcano. There was a 
small pond nearby, known as 
Squaw Pond, and a ridge of rock, 
which was cut through about 1929 
when the street was improved. 


Cook Avenue today meets Main 
Street where a family named 
Harnden lived, probably Benjamin 
Harnden. 

That squaw was killed probably 
early in 1707. Indians from 
northern New Hampshire, called 
Abnaki, resolved on revenge. 

Deacon John Harnden of the 
Reading Congregational Church 
lived with his family in what is 
now North Wilmington, about 50 
feet northerly of the property line 
of the Woburn Street School.

In less than a 
three minute span, Tewksbury 
scored two touchdowns to over- 
come the excellent performance 
by the Cats, winning 17-14, on a 
cold, and heartaching Thanksgiv- 
ing Morning, in the 61st Meeting 
between the two rivals. 

Wilmington’s defense truly 
showed that they were powerful in 
this game, holding the Red to just 
a field goal through the first three 
quarters plus. However, two plays 
after Kerrigan's touchdown, Matt 
Petros took the snap in Tewks- 
bury’s next series. And on what 
looks like “a crazy, who has it 
call,” Petros took the ball through 
the middle, untouched, on a 58- 
yard touchdown run on the single- 
wing play call. 

“[On that play] I play quarter- 
back and we do a bunch of fakes 
and they tell me who to hand-off 
to,” Petros described. “I faked to 
everyone and went up the middle - 
I was so wide-open, no one touch- 
ed me.” 

Tewksbury head coach Bob 
Aylward had nothing but great 
things to say about a hard working 
Wilmington squad. 

“Our defense is what won us the 
game - we really just had that one 
big run,” Aylward said. Wil- 
mington seemed to adjust very 
well to our formations, but [Pet- 
ros’ touchdown] they had a little 
trouble with that one. 

“I'm very grateful, there staff 
and there kids did a great job,” 
Aylward continued. “Jamie Camp- 
bell [Aylward paused as he started 
to become very emotional] played 
superb. I coached his father [Leo 
Campbell] and boy would that guy 
be so proud of that player. Wil- 
mington has a lot of good players 
and all of them played very well 
today.” 

Two plays thereafter, a Wil- 
mington fumble at their own 36 
yard line, allowed Tim Lavoie to 


score his 20th touchdown of the 
season. 

Wilmington had the ball with 
3:12 left to play trailing 17-14, 
but a halfback option call that saw 
Billy Harrison toss a 26-yard pass 
was intercepted by Mike Smith at 
the Tewksbury 37. Smith made a 
nice play as the pass was a little bit 
underthrown to a wide-open Dick 
Gillis. That was the third Wil- 
mington turnover in the game. 

Anyway one looks at it, Wil- 
mington proved that there were 
indeed a great football team and 
that they could compete with the 
Merrimack Valley Conference's 
top team. With the loss, Wilming- 
ton ended its fantastic season at 9- 
2, overall. 

Wilmington’s defense took the 
edge in the first half as Mike 
O'Toole recovered a fumbled snap 
on Tewksbury’s first series at the 
Wilmington 12-yard line. But. 
Tewksbury’s defense returned the 
favor as Justin Hamilton picked 
off a Tim Gillis (2-3, 20 yards, | 
Int.) pass on fourth-and-three at 
the Red 38 and he returned it to 
the Wilmington 25. 

Hamilton, was a huge difference 
in this game as his interception 
set-up a Helda Rosa 32-yard field 
goal and his fumble recovery 
which was taken in for a 76-yard 
touchdown return on Wilming- 
ton’s next series, was called back 
due to an illegal block. 

With a 7-3 lead at halftime. 
Wilmington went three-and-out in 
its first series and so did Tewks- 
bury at the start of the second 
half. Wilmington, starting from 
the Tewksbury 34 from a short 
punt, gained 9 yards on their first 
play on a pitch to Sean Kerrigan 
(14 carries, 96 yards). 

After an incomplete pass, 
Kerrigan, Harrison and Kerrigan 
again, picked up two yards in each 
of those carries and Wilmington 
was looking at a third-and-six 
situation at the Tewksbury 19. A 
6-yard loss on a pass to Harrison 
set-up a huge fourth down call, 
but quarterback Tim Gillis slipped 
on the wet grass and Tewksbury 
took over on downs.

Many people believe that 
obtaining less than adequate 
sleep will not seriously impact 
their lives.

“His plans were generally 
well-received by the FOLQ,

“CALM advocates the intro- 
duction of a number of traffic 
slowing devices in Wakefield, 
including the use of so-called 
speed ‘humps.’ 

“Speed humps are a lower, 
wider version of speed bumps, 
which engineers maintain have 
all the speed reduction benefits 
of the more conventional bump, 
but won't damage cars the way 
a bump can. 

“The Mass Highway repre- 
sentative expressed the reluc- 
tance of his organization to 
place any kind of raised obstruc- 
tion on a main roadway. 

“Speed humps are currently 
being tested in nine locations 
throughout New York City. 
Residents there, however, 
according to the ‘New York 
Times’, find the devices dubious. 

“Rather than effectively 
reducing overall traffic speed, 
they say, the humps only cause 
drivers to slow down immediate- 
ly prior to the obstacles, and 
return immediately to their 
original speed afterward. 

“The speed hump, of course, 
was only one of several possible 
traffic slowing devices men- 
tioned by CALM. The group's lit- 
erature, distributed at the FOLQ 
fic-slowing techniques of nar- 
rowing roads, putting sharp 
bends, and the establishment of 
‘pinch-points’ - areas where the 
sidewalks and curbs jut out into 
the streets, forcing drivers to 
decelerate...”

“The Middle School is pilot- 
ing an innovative program to

“Under state Time and 
Learning regulations, schools 
throughout the state will be 
required next year to meet spe- 

ific instructional time require- 
ments. 

“The Middle School is 
equired only to meet the 900 
instructional hours quota set for 
elementary schools. This is sig- 
nificantly less than the 990 hours 
»{ instructional time, which does 
not include free periods or lunch 
seriods, required of high school 

vudents 

“However, the Middle School, 
which easily meets its require- 
ments, is still looking to 
increase the time students actu- 
uly spend learning. The feeling 
being, according to Superinten- 
dent Dr. David Troughton, that 
it should fall somewhere in the 
middle’ of the elementary and 
high school quotas, or at about 
920 to 950 instructional hours 
annually.” 


About time...and learning 


In the middle 

“To accomplish this, a group 
of teachers have devised a pilot 
program in which students 
spend free periods in structured 
learning environments rather 
than in unstructured study 
halls,” continues the North 
Reading Transcript.” (please 
see above) 

“The class of students target- 
ed for this program is seventh 
graders as that group, because 
of scheduling, has traditionally 
had the most assigned study 
hall periods, according to 


“Sixth graders have fuller 
schedules because of the way 
their teaching teams are orga- 
nized and eighth graders have 
few study halls because most 
have full class loads, which for 
many includes a foreign lan- 
guage. Some eighth graders who 
do not take a-foreign language 
may also participate in the pro- 
gram...” 


‘Structured 


Learning Time’ 
“Under the program, appro- 
priately termed ‘Structured 


Learning Time; or SLT as it is 


called, students report to the 
Large Group Room during a 
‘free’ period and must choose 
from a number of pre-planned 
activities,” continues the “North 
Reading Transcript.” (please 
see above) 

“The activities include work 
associated with some of their 
core classes, work which is not 
homework but must be complet- 
ed in SLT at some point during 
the quarter. Students may also 
choose to go to the library and 
complete a reading assignment 
through the Electronic Book 
Shelf (EBS), a program all are 
familiar with.” 


CNN in NR 

“Another option, which ties in 
with their Social Studies classes 
and current events, is the oppor- 
tunity to watch a daily news pro- 
gram taped from the Cable 
News Network (CNN) and 
geared specifically to middle 
school students,” continues the 
“North Reading Transcript.” 

“Troughton called the pro- 
gram a ‘quality’ program and 
said students are required to fill 
out a questionnaire after the 
program answering questions 
relating to its content. There are 
no commercials. 


“Troughton said students 
moust fill out logs charting how 
they spent their SLT period and 
participate in. 

“The superintendent stressed 
the work students will be doing 
in SLT is not their homework, as 
he feels ‘homework should be 
done at home’ 

“The program was designed 
as part of a curriculum project 
by middle school teachers Kathy 
Hashian, David Elliott, Carolyn 
Harris and Pamela Clenney.

Creating single-use toys for 
young children based on charac- 
ters in popular movies and TV 
shows that are oriented toward 
adult audiences. These highly 
realistic replicas of TV and 
movie characters limit chil- 
dren's creativity and encourage 
them to mimic the violence and 
gender stereotypes that are 
often prevalent in these forms of 
entertainment. 

Developing increasingly 
grotesque toys to capture chil- 
dren's shortening attention 
span. Toy manufacturers exploit 
children's natural curiosity 
about gross things or scary con- 
cepts by producing more 
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Disturbing trends in children’s toys 


macabre or shocking versions of 
Previous year's toy. These toys 
confuse children about their 
natural fears and concerns 
about the adult world and often 
desensitize them to the violence 
that the toys promote. 


Toys marketed to girls are 
becoming increasingly sexual- 
ized. Dolls, games and acces- 
Sories that encourage young 
Birls to focus solely on physical 
appearance and boys’ appraisal 
of them promote unrealistic 
expectations about gender rolls. 
adulthood and childhood by 
encouraging little girls to look 
sexy.

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Meet the Stone Zoo animals

r. Boggs the black 

bear will probably 

give you a glowing 

report on the conditions he now 
lives under at the Stone Zoo.

When the Stone Zoo closed in 
November 1991, many animals 
were transferred out to other 
zoos. When it reopened, due to 
the determination of the Friends 
of the Stone Zoo (aka Middlesex 
Fells Zoological Corporation), 
an all volunteer group of citi- 
zens from such diverse commu- 
nities as Stoneham, Winchester, 
Medford, Woburn, Malden, 
Wakefield and Burlington 
among others, new animals 
were brought in to join the 
Colubus monkeys and the birds 
in the aviary that had not been 
transferred out. 

A tour of the zoo showed the 
conditions that the new and old 
animals are living under are 
much better than before the zoo 
was forced to close due to a 
financial crunch with the 
Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts budget. At present the zoo 
has 11-exhibits 


Mr. Boggs is one of the new 
exhibits (since it reopened). He 
was confiscated by the United 
States Fish and Wildlife 
Department during a raid in the 
western part of Massachusetts 

Stone Zoo Curator of 
Education Tina Cross explained 
that when the six-year old ani- 
mal was found, two years ago, it 
was in a cage so small it could 
hardly move. Now Boggs is in 
the former lion and tigers exhib- 
it with plenty of room to move. 
have enough natural instincts to 
survive in the wilds. 

Boggs is a very friendly 
seeming bear, but remember it 
is a wild animal, and he loves 
attention. Although he looks 
lonely in his pen, one must 
remember that Boggs, like 
Major, is a loner by nature... 

In the wild, both bears would 
be seen traveling alone except 
during mating season. Black 
bears, like Boggs, are usually 
found in mountainous and 
swampy areas throughout the 
United States. However, it is 
only those found in the East that 
have the black fur. Those in the 
West usually have a brown or 
cinnamon colored fur. 

Major, who is actually owned 
by Worcester’s New England 
Science Center, is the oldest res- 
ident of the Zoo. He has

So that they do not breed too 
much, the male has been 
neutered. John Linehan, general 
curator of the Commonwealth 
Zoological Corporation (parent 
of the Stone and Boston’s 
Franklin Park Zoo), said this 
will prevent the need to sell the 
animals to a broker, where their 
fate may be a hunting preserve.
